It’s Your Business! 

Several citizens have expressed their feelings that 
this newspaper had no real business discussing the re- 
cent meeting of the Town Employees’ Association or 
criticizing the lack of information coming out of the meet- 


ing. 


Very simply, let us put the record straight: 

It’s not our business — it is your business. Important 
discussions took place at the meeting, followed by de- 
cisions that can affect every taxpayer in the community. 
They have a right to know what those decisions were. 

The meeting debated reconsidering the vote to ask for 
a pay raise, for example. Isn’t it interesting to know that 
some members of the Association feel that a raise should 
not be considered at town meeting? Or are we supposed 
to continue under the impression that the vote was prac- 


tically unanimous? 


Other details concerned the proposed payment of half 
the insurance premiums for life, medical and_ surgical 
policies. This, the employees’ group has said, will cost 
the town $28,000. Isn’t this important? 

You can judge for yourselves whether these matters are 
of concern to the men and women who employ the persons 
at that meeting. We believe they are, and do not believe 
that a ‘‘press representative’’ has the privilege to issue 
a statement that does not provide this information. 

For.to the people paying the bills, this is a matter of 


utmost concern. 


Putting It Off Causes Trouble 


Is this the year? 


That simple four-word question will crop up in many 
conversations between now and town meeting, as tax- 
conscious residents consider budgets and articles coming 


before town meeting. 


Over the years, how many worthwhile projects have 
been defeated or postponed, never to be approved in later 
years, because someone asked that question at town meet- 


ing. 


One sure way to kill a project, while seeming to be nice 


about it, is to suggest that 


ae 


this isn’t the year; let’s put 


it off until next year.’’ When this happens year after year, 
a tremendous debt, measured in projects that should have 
been accomplished, piles up for future generations. Let’s 
not let this happen again. We’ve been spending lots of 
money in recent years to pay off this debt, left by other 
voters in the years gone by, and we should have learned 


a costly lesson. 


It just doesn’t pay to put off and postpone necessary 
projects that must be done some time. If the town saves 
tax dollars this year by postponing a project, that job 
may cost more next year when its need is even more ob- 
vious. It just doesn’t make sense to continue postponing 
the inevitable, sort of hoping the difficulty will go away 


if everyone ignores it. 


So when budgets and projects are under discussion this 
year, let’s remember that some necessary expenditures 
must be approved — even if this means raising additional 


tax money — to avoid spending even more next year. We 
don’t pretend to be spendthrift and it is not our desire to 
see the 1959 tax bills larger than absolutely necessary, 
But where many dollars may be saved by spending this 
year, instead of waiting, this course of action should be 


adopted.

do men, Agnew continued. And this 
fact must not be ignored when 
choosing a manager. Some men, he 
on, just wouldn't fit in a 
community such as Andover, even 
though professionally very cap- 
able. Thus, the persons selecting 
the manager should attempt to 
find a man, both able and with a 
personality that would fit in well 
in the town, 

“This town is a prize appoint- 
ment’’, he continued, and there 
should be no difficulty in getting 
a good man. He felt that the town 
would be able to attract managers 
from other communities just be- 
cause ‘‘the town is what it is’’, 


First Budget 

It will take a manager most of a 
year to get settled in his job — 
and he should be judged only after 
seeing the first budget he draws 
‘up for the town. 


Agnew also pointed out that 
managers don’t like to get the 


reputation for firing employees and 
make every effort to retain all 
municipal employees in their pre- 
sent, or other, jobs. 


A burst of laughter greeted 
Agnew’s comments about one 


manager who brought a local rate 
down from upwards of $70 to $26 — 


but later he said this happened 
without a revaluation. 

The meeting also applauded 
when Agnew commented that the 


per capita value in Andover, under 
the new valuations, is higher than 
Brookline’s, the richest town in 
the country. 


No Protection 

Agnew explained remarks about 
managers not liking Massachusetts 
this way — there are no precedents 
in law here for their protection.

The Town Printing Co, has been 
wiven the job of printing the town 
reports, at a price of $3.96 per 


page for approximately 1,200 
copies containing about 240 


pages. 

‘he Andover Press quoted a 
price of $4.80 per page for the 
same job. 

The Selectmen's office’ is 
typing the reports and the printing 
job is being done by offset print- 
ing, by reproducing the typewritten 
papzes. 

‘he Finance Committee report 
is also being done by Town Print- 
ing, at a page price of $12.10 per 
page, for some 6,500 copies con- 
taining about 44 pages. 

The Andover Press price was 
$12 per page and Spaulding Moss 
quoted a price of $12.70. 

Included in the request for 
prices was a requirement that the 
printer furnish typewritten copy for 
the FinCom report. On the basis 
of prices for this task, the Town 
Printing Co. was given the job, 
with the understanding that the 
combined price was the lowest. 

Selectman Stafford A, Lindsay 
sought the prices from printing 
firms he selected. The prices 
were read at the Selectmen’s 
meeting Jan. 19 but were taken 
under advisement.
